The fall of Khartoum and the total! defeat 
of General Gordon in the Soudan renders a 
short review of the situation pertinent.

“Habite’ wy predetory bands of Arabs and a 
megro population.. The Aras were slave 
dealere, end\thus brought upon theinselyes 
the anti-slave sentiment of Great Britain and 
the United States. I’rersure was brought to 
bear upon the kiedive of Ecypt a few years 
ago to break up this slave trade, which found 
its outlet through the ports of the ancient 
kingdom. In pursuance of this policy the khe- 
diye annexed the Soudan, occiipying, among 
other places, Kharteum, which seems to have 
been regarded as the key to the situation. In 
the military movements accompanying this 
eyent, General Gordon, a British officer of 
eccentric habits, had a prominent part, and 
thus began his connection wit the great des- 
ert problem. 

In the meantime, the Arad influence in the 
counsels of the Egyptian government had 
become very bitter toward lI ogland, whose 
representatives were regarde| as intruders 
upon the liberties of the natives. This gave 
rise to two parties—the natives, led by Arabi 
Pasha and haying the sympathy of the Turk- 
ish government, and the English party, which 
held the khedive as a mere too! in its hands, 
During the years interven »g Mohammed 
Achmet, a Soudan chie!’ had gradually 
worked himself up to ; :viminence among his 
colleagues. A superstition, which was indus- 
triously spread among the natives, that the 
incidents of Achmet’s life were those foretold 
of the coming Messiah, led to his being hailed 
asthe great prophet. He was shrewd enough 
to ayail himself of this new power, and was 
soon the recognized leader of the Soudanese 
chiefs, and threatened both Britishand Egypt- 
ian power.

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THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

The river and harbor bil! that the house is 
considering in committee of the whole, with 
Mr. Hammond in the chair, is encountering 
opposition because of the alleged fact that 
the south is the chief beneficiary. An anal- 
ysis of the reported bill does not bear out 
this statement. Thesouth gets the larger 
part of the $12,000,000 named in the billonly 
by charging up egainst it the appropriation 
for tbe Mississippi river below the mouth of 
the Obio. This appropriation is $2,800,000, 
and when this amount, which is really na- 
tional and certainly of as much benetit to 
the west anc to Pittsburg’as to the south, is 
taken from thesouthern appropriations, we 
find that the south gets $4,200,000 and the 
north and west about $5,000,000. ‘The largest 
appropriation for the south 1s to deepen the 
water on the barat Galveston. Georgia gets 
only $202,000, although she has long water- 
courses that should be made navigable, and 
a long coast line and two harbors that could, 
with profit, be greatly improved. The ap- 
propriation for the Muscle shoals is not half 
as much as it should be, and the Coosa and 
the Warrior rivers, in Alabama, need much 
more than the bill appropriates. 

The truth is, the south needs larger appro- 
priations than the north does. Tue harbors 
and rivers of the north haye been improved: 
millions were expended upon them, whiie 
not a cent was voted toclear out our rivers 
or open our harbors. Money should be 
expended where it willdo the most good, 
and just now more money is needed in this 
section for river and harbor improvements 
tban in the section that has, for twenty years, 
drawn millions and tensof millions ou 
the treasury for internal improvements. 
member of congress who raises a sectio

ing the claims and needs ef the south at 
time, is to be pitied. Such a man is not 
make laws for fifty millionsof people d 
an empire that spans the continent. 

Each item of the bill should be considered 
on its merits altogether regardless of its lec:- 
tion.

The sections and states should not be bal- 
anced.one against the other, but the money 
should be expended where it is needed, and 
where it will do the most good. If a debt and 
credit account bad been kept between the 
two sections since the close of the war, it 
would be seen that the south is entitled to 
many more millions than it has received, or 
is likely to get. But there should be no such 
account. Let equity and patriotism be the 
sole tests.

FEDERAL CONTROL OF RAILROADS. 

The Cullom bill for the regulation of the 
railroads of the country has been passed by 
the senate, and will now be sent tothe house. 
The house bas already passed the Reagan bill, 
and it remains to be seen how the senate bil! 
will be disposed of. The senate bill is much 
the best, for the reason that it leaves the set- 
tlement of the various questions that arise 
between the public and the railroads to a 
board of commission, whereas the Reagan 
bill lays down certain rigid and infiexibie 
rules which, while they might be beneficial 
to some sections, would work great injury in 
others. The conditions that affect one line 
of railway do not affect other lines; but this 
fact—this suggestion as tothe individuality 
of corporations, so to ‘—is entirely ig- 
nored by the Reegan bill.

out of their settlements with each other. 
Thus, while the silver, uponswhich the legal 
tenders are based, is a legal] tender, it is prac- 
tically demonetized by reason of the fact tuat 
the New York banks are permitted to rule 
the certificates out of their business by refas- 
ing to pay them to each other, or 
to receive them as remittances from the 
banks of other cities. All this is in the di- 
rection and for fhe purpose of forcing a pre- 
miumon gold,and itis a device that has 
been deliberately stu out by the gold- 
bugs. 

Commenting on these facts, the 
street organs are making considerable clamor. 
They insist that there is aboutto be a 
crisis in the silver question, and they are 
appealing to congress to stop the coinage of 
that metal. Asa matter of fact, however, 
the continued coinage of silver has nothing 

tedo with the attitude of the New York 
banks, which is in the interest ot those who 
desire to create a premium on gold forthe 
purposes of speculation. 

Henry Clews, the well-Enown manipulator 
ofthe bogus bonds of Georgia, represented 
the Wall street idea when he declared inan 
interview the other day that silveris nota 
legal. tender. Now silver has been 
declared a legal tender by the will of congress 
and the desire of the people, and all that it 
lacks of being a legal tender is the desire of 
an hongst administration to carry out the 
law. Secretary McCulloch was at one time a 
bi-metallist, but it is possible that the same 
arguments which bave made him a conspicu- 
ous purse of the whisky ring fraud have 
been brought to bearon him by the gold- 
bugs, 4nd he is practicaliy aiding the New 
York banks to violate the law. 

Fortunately for the country, we shall have 
only a few more weeks of republican rotten- 
ness in the management ofaffairs. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s administration will not only execute 
the laws of congress, but it will look after the 
best interests of the people.

THE FATE OF THE BANKRUPTCY 
BILL IN THB HOUSE. 


The First Dead Lock of the Session-Secretary Me- 
Cullough’s Amusing Interpretation of the 
Civil Service Law--The Coming inter- 
state Drill at Mobile—Etc. 


Wasninoton, February 5.—[Special.]—The 
beaming ofthe beacon on the dome of the 
capitol Monday night announced the first pro- 
tracted dead-lock of the present congressional 
session. Itcame about over the bankruptcy 
bill. Its friends had almost rushed this bill 
through under a suspension of the rules sev- 
eral weeks before. That close brush to success 
convinced them that a concerted effort would 
effect a complete victory. Monday was the 
day chosen for the dash. Conferences were 
held. Leaders and lieutenants, and ‘‘whoop- 
ers-up,’’ were appointed. The New York 
papers of Sunday yristled with exhortations 
to « yery friend of the bill to be in his place on 
Monday. Those of them who were absent had 
heen paired by their active allies. Their ab- 
cence gave to their side more strength than 
their presence could possibly have afforded, 
because the bill would have to be taken up by 
a two-thirds vote, and every supporter of it 


who pr ired with an oppon nt prac tically ex- 
changed one vote fortwo. The bill was in

command. Its opponents are determined that 
it shall not pass. 


The southern members generally are against 
the bill. Theten from Georgia are unani- 
mousiy opp sed to it. Mr. Randall took an 
active partinthe recent proceedings which 


proved fatal toit. The special objections to 
well bill, as itis called, are the pro- 
visions for ’ppointments under it by the par- 
tisan judiciary, and the enormous cxpense 
gilowed tor salaries and lees.

His recently prepared "classification 
of the thirty-five hundred treas-

The Mysterious Prisoner, 

Loxpon, February 5.—The mysterious pris- 
oner, Who was arresied on Tuesday evening 
in White chapel with Cunningham’s missing 
brown box in his possession, was to-day ar- 
aigned in Bow street police court. He was 
formally charged with complicity in causing 
the explosion in the tower. Mr. Doveton 
Smyth appeared as counsel forthe defense. 
The prisoner gave his name as 
Harry Burton. He said he was 
twenty-six years of age, and by occupation a 
cab maker. He looks like an American. He 
managed to baftle all efforts of the police to 
take his photograph. When taken into court 
he presented a haggard appearance, and 
seemed keenly alive to his unfortunate posi- 
tion. The examination was briefly confined 
to taking the prisoner’s statement concerning 
his identity and the reading of the charge 
against him, and he was then hurried back to 
Clerkenwell prison, after being formally re- 
manded for a further hearing. 

There is no doubt that the fenians in London 
are taking an active interest in Burton’s be- 
half. Despite the concealment of the fact that 
Burton would be arraigned to-day, there was 
a large crowd aroun the Bow street court, 
when he was taken there. The court- 
room itself was crowded and_ there 
was considerable excitement among the peo- 
ple. The police used the utmost precautions 
tor the safe custody of the prisoner, and tne 
evident fury of the crowd made Burton ner- 
vous. He could hardly speak when he was 
placed in the dock, ook at no time could he 
speak without faltering. 

It was difficult to obtain a close and ac- 
curate description of Burton during his brief 
presence in Bow-street police court to-day, 
owing. to his restlessness and his efiorts to 
avoid scrutiny. His hat was atall felt, and he 
wore a black coat, His entire appearance 
is distinctively American. Burton’s skin is 
fair, his head and mustache thin and light, 
his figure slender, his cheek bones high, his 
cheeks hollow and his nose aquiline. He 
speaks with a strong yankee accent. When 
searched there were found .in his pockets a 
great number of papers.

FIRE IN NEW YORK. 


in New York City. 

New York, February 5.—One of the largest 
fires witnessed in New York in a long time 
broke out at midnight in the wine vaults of 
Steinhardt Bros., Nos. 112 and 114 Wooster 
street.

$7,000. Sixth floor—Rest, Fenner, Smith 
& Co., manufacturers of gold and silver-headed 
canes, $15,000.

“During our ten days’ sojourn in Constantinople 
Mrs, Stanford was a guest in several of the most 
aristocratic harems, while she and I were accorded 
the somewhat unusual privilege of inspecting the 
crown jewels.

Number- 
less Other things there are of precious worth, and 
aiter glancing them over a person can only won- 
Ger how, jewels retain their high standard of value 
while so many of themare known to exist in 
a single place.

master, She has never loved till Robert, earl of 
Estex, pleases her fancy and wins her heart; but 
even with him whom she loves, her ambiti,onpre- 
vents her heait’s wish. She has long sought a war 
withSpain, and when Philip I], scornfully refused 
by her, sends against her the Armada, she is 
highly gratified. Among other nobles, Essex goes 
to battle. His too impetuous zeal displeases the 
queen, and on his return she receives him coldly, 
uarrels with him and consigns him to the tower. 
Next comes his execution and the remorse of the 
queen, who, to her dying day, always sees his 
headJesscorpse.

Scene in a Chinese Gambling House jin 
Philadelphia. 

The Philadelphia Times of January 25th print 
an account of a sparrow fight that took placein 
the Chinese gambling house at No. 219 North 
Ninth street. It was the third fight of the kind 
given at this place. Chong Wah keeps a Chinese 
store at No, 219, and Bun Sun Low has a little tin
